No doubt remains now that the 
country intends to speak its mind. Mr. 
Arthur Griffith declared last week that 
ninety-five per cent. of the Irish people 
were anxious that Dail Kirednn should 
ratify the Treaty. Our information, 
through every source that is open to a 
national newspaper, confirms the truth of 
this estimate. Reports from all parts of 
the country tell the same story. Popular 
opinion is overwhelmingly on the side of 
peace, not only in the counties which were 
least affected by the recent warfare, but 
in those which have the grimmest and 
costliest memories of it. The lead has 


de Valera’s own constituency. Cavan has 
added its voice. The Nationalists of 
Edenderry have asked Dr. McCartan, 
hitherto an uncompromising Republican, 
to save them from disaster by voting for 


the Treaty. Yesterday the Irish Horse- 


breeders’ Association and the Curragh 
Trainers’ Ass shrewd and large 
minded judges of the country’s needs— 
made a cogent appeal for the cause of 
sanity. During the ‘next few days & 
number of county councils will discuss the 
ratification of the Treaty. The farmers of 
| County Meath will meet on Saturday, and 
it is probable that many other bodies of 
farmers will follow their example. 
Southern commerce and industry are 
looking to their Chambers of Commerce: 
we hope that the Chamber of the Irish 
capital will be first in the field. The 
leaders of the Churches are unanimously 
on the side of peace. 

It would be unfair to the public 
opinion of Nationalist Ireland to assume 
| that the duty which is now re- 
quired of it can be done without 
qualms or heart-searchings. We must 
respect honest conviction even when we 
have no sympathy with it. Sinn Feiners 
are asked now to choose between two sets 
of leaders who have acted hitherto in 
concert and have received from them an 
equally loyal support. They consider that 
in the fighting days before the truce Ire- 
land was well served by Mr. Griffith and 
Mr. de Valera, by Mr. Collins and Mr. 
Austin Stack. Now Mr. Griffith and Mr. 
Collins plead for peace and reconciliation ; 
Mr. de Valera and Mr. Stack stand for a 
renewal of war. The country cannot have 
both peace and war, but either decision 
means a breach of fidelity. What, then, 
is the proper course? The proper course 
is that which, as every portent indicates, 
the country hasq cided to take. It will 
place national interests above personal 
feeling. -It will prefer Ireland's welfare

all its experience and instincts tell it, are 
now putting themselves utterly in the 
wrong. No man has any title to ask a 
nation to sacrifice itself in a hopeless 
cause. In every real crisis the people 
themselves must be the authors of their 
country’s policy and the judges of its 
interests. These functions are at once 
their duty and their right.. The Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Cloyne says truly that 
““the people are the fountain and source of 
national authority.” During the next few 
days national authority must assert itself 
in such unmistakable fashion as will settle, 
once for all, the issues of peace and war. 
Compared with these issues, questions of 
past services and personal loyalties are 
wholly negligible. Ireland is infinitely 
bigger than any of her sons. j 

The decision which the country must 
take now is not, essentially a political de- 
cision—indeed, it is hardly political at all. 
It is not a decision between Unionism and 
Nationalism ; for both terms have been 
emptied of their ancient content. It is 
not even a decision between Empire and 
Republic; for Mr. de Valera has 
abandoned the Republic without acknow- 
ledging the Empire. It is a straight de- 
cision between peace and war in Ireland, 
between order and chaos, between wealth 
and poverty, between building-up and 
breaking-down, between tens of thousands 
of new homesteads and further tens of 
thousands of Irish emigrants. Until now 
England withheld those powers of self- 
government for which Ireland fought and 
pleaded. Today she offers them plena 
manu, and Ireland, by rejecting them, 
will go open-eyed into a disaster of her 
own choice. In his speech on the second 
reading of the first Home Rule Bill Mr. 
Gladstone said that once before—in Lord 
Fitzwilliam's day—the cup was at Ire- 
land’s lips, “when the hand of England 
rudely and ruthlessly dashed it to the 
ground.”

Reparations. 


Another year is putting up its shutters, 
and the reparation problem remains un- 
solved. During the last three months 
various attempts have been made to trans- 
late the fantastic figures of the politicians 
into pounds, shillings, and pence; but, so 
far, success has eluded all pursuit. Dr. 
Rathenau, who came to London from 
Berlin recently to raise a loan, declares 
now that Germany may abandon all hope 
of securing favourable terms from Britain, 
and suggests that direct negotiations 
shall be opened up with France. This 
is the most sensible contribution that has 
been made to the solution of a very diffi- 
cult problem. France, after all, 
Germany's chief—indeed, 
only—creditor, and by this time. every 
sane Frenchman must recognise that no 
2 will be available for his 
country unless some practical arrangement 
is made with Germany in regard to their 
payment. France should seize the oppor- i

Christmas strike seemed to be highly 
probable. Fortunately, however, the rail- 
way men held their hands, sparing the 
‘people the inconvenience of a trainless 
Christmas ; but now the agitation for a 
strike has started again. The Carrigan 
‘award is the casus belli. The abolition of 
the univérsal eight-hour day, it appears, 
is likely to result in the dismissal of a 
number of railway workers. The necessity 
is regrettable, but costs are still far too 
high, and the railways cannot flourish 
until they are in a position to 
offer the public more reasonable rates. 
Economic law is immutable, and rail- 
waymen, like other mortals, must bow 
before its commands. If they succeed in 
precipitating a stoppage, they will set a 
bad example to all the other branches of 
Labour which are likely to be affected by 
wage reductions in the new year. They 
will give rein to those sinister forces of 
disorder throughout the country which the 
truce has curbed, and they will create an 
atmosphere in which the work of political 
peace-making will be conducted with great 
difficulty. Common-sense and patriotism 
alike condemn the proposal of a strike. 


Beggars. 


There is no country in the world in 
which the poor get more sympathy than 
they get in Ireland. Probably, there is 
no country in which public generosity is 
abused to a greater extent. For the past few 
weeks the streets of Dublia have been 
infested with beggars of every description. 
Some of thém, undoubtedly, are deserving 
cases who have a claim on the charity of 
all decent people, but others, we fear, 
are pure adventurers who are imposing on 
the softness of our citizens’ hearts. Eng- 
land has a short way with such impostors. 
On Christmas Eve an Italian was arrested 
in a Bradford street on a charge of 
begging, and when he was searched in the 
police station he was found to possess E18 
in cash, of which £7 were in coppers, as 
well as a Manchester Corporation Bond for 
£300. We do not know whether any of 
Dublin’s beggars are in such easy circum- 
stances, but certainly some of them de- 
serve little sympathy. A pedestrian can- 
not walk fifty yards through any of the 
main streets without being importuned | 
by persistent beggars, many of whom 
are able-bodied men. A refusal to 
“spare a copper often invites a torrent 
of abuse, and visitors to the city take 
away a very bad impression of our people’s 
manners. One of these days, we hope, an 
Irish Government will come into power. | 
It will haye a multitude of problems to 
occupy its attention, but it should lose as 
little time as possible in protecting the 
public against the fraudulent beggar. 


The British Face. 


_ “John Bull,“ the thick-necked, square- | 
jawed, strong, stern Englishman, is pass- 
ing into oblivion. According to Sir Arthur 
Keith, one of Europe's most famous anato- 
mists, the British race is evolving a new 
type and the “ national face’’ is changing 
rapidly. The facial features of human 
beings are dominated by the jaw and its 
muscular appurtenances, and the Briton 
ino longer needs a powerful jaw. Soft 
food has brought about a revolution in 
this respect, and the rabbit mouth is 
eoir replacing the more liberal 
eature of our ancestors. A contracted 
palate, which until medimval times was 
unknown, is quite common now. One out 
of every four inhabitants of these islands 
has developed it, and his whole face has 
changed in consequence. Unfortunately, 
women are more liable to the rabbit- 
mouth than men. Sir Arthur Keith 
says that the change is certain to detract 
from their good looks, and we have no 
doubt that he is right. The clock of 
evolution, however, cannot be put back. 
Probably, the Piltdown. man, in his day and 
generation, was horrified. to find a change 
coming over the faces of his women-folk, 
just as we deplore the advent of the 
“rabbit mouth.” A thousand years 
‘hence, however, different standards of 
beauty will prevail. Perhaps, by that 
time Nietzsche's super-man will have 
arrived ; but our present faces will sur-

More than once in the course of me 
career—now a gocd deal longer than § 
care to contemplate—I have, in default 
of worthier matter, dilated upon the dimi.

no evening papers are published. This 
year the task is even more arduous than 
usual. 

Do you. remember a story of Edgar 
Allan Pee's called “ Three Sundays in a 
Week, in which the stern parent refuses 
to give his daughter to the ardent lover 
until that phenomenon should occur, and 
how a happy ending is reached through 
the timely arrival of a couple of sea cap. 
) tains, one from the East, and the othe. 
from the West, who declared respectively, 
but with equal confidence, that te-morroy 
is Sunday, and yesterday is Sunday, 
whereas the calendar gives it as to-jay? 
Well, after a Sunday and two Bank Holj-. 
days in succession i feel as coniused as 
the stern parent aforesaid. 

A momentary gleam of hope irradiate,; 
my being when Í came into town this 
afternoon and found a man selling papers 
outside the station. Daily ——., after- 
noon edition,” he was calling out. Hay.

evening papers, Í inquired, with native 
caution, what time the sheet was pub- 
lished.

NO NEWS. 


My disappointments were not ended 
here.

BRISK RAILWAY BUSINESS. 


Further, I learnt that the railway come 
panies had been doing very big business 
with their seaside and Continental trafic. 
This did not surprise me, for during the 
week before Christmas it seemed to me 
that nearly every man I met was going to 


to Switzerland for the winter sports, like 
the Lord Chancellor, or at the very least 
to Brighton or Bournemouth. 

Yet it was quite evident from the crowds 
in the streets to-day that not quite all the 
world and his wife had gone to. the 
attractive resorts, but that there was still 
a respectable contingent left in London, 
and determined to enjoy in the open air 
what, after a drizzle in the morning, 
turned into what is hardly an exaggera- 
tion to call a perfect spring day. 

In the Surrey garden, where I spent 
the morning before tearing myself away to 
write this letter, the rhododendrons were 
in bud, and the hedges were mantling 
with the fresh green blush that one ex- 
pects to see two or three months later. 

But, while most people are enjoying the 
fine weatlier, there is much anxiety, par- 
ticularly in the rural districts, regarding 
the continued shortage of rain. In many 

rts of the country people are having to 

ring water from a distance, owing to the 
local springs having dried up—an alimost 
unheard of phenomenon in England in 
winter time. The rainfall in the South 
this year is barely more than half the 
normal, and, unless there is a large and 
steady downpour during a good part of 
the next quarter, the prospects for the 
summer are extremely bad. Rain_fell for 
an hour or two last night, but did little 
more than moisten the surface. Dig down 
a foot or two and the earth is like dust. 
Probably the most interesting news of 
day—not so much for its immediate 
importance as for its future implications— 
is the signature of the trade agreement 
between the Italian Government and the 
representatives of the Russian Soviet. 
Italy has thus followed the lead civen by 
Britain months ago. The yield of the 
British agreement had up to the presen® 
been slight, and it 1s. possible that the 
same negative result may fer some time 
follow the Italian agreement. But the 
fact of its signature is significant, since 
it shows that Italy is in accord with the 
British desire for a commercial regeners- 
tion of Europe. 


M. BRIAND’S POSITION. 


This can hardly be without its effect o* 
the coming International Conference 1" 
the Riviera. It remains to be seen whether 
the Conference can be held at the ap- 
pointed date. In spite of to-day's vote of 
confidence, the belated sacrifice of NM. 
Berthelot may not suffice to save N. 
Briand’s Administration, and, if there 
should be a Ministerial crisis in France, 
some time may elapse before the Con- 
ference can be fully constituted. Whoever 
should ultimately represent France-— 
whether M. Briand or another—wi'! be 
confronted with the fact that the two 
other Great Powers of Europe are agreed 
on the general principle that the best way 
to secure reparations is to get the debtor 
nations on their financial legs again. 

The subject mos* talked about in London 
just now is the mysterious Bournemouth 
murder. It recalls in many respects the 
Jack the Ripper crimes of a generation 
ago. e murderer in the present cas? 
has chosen his victim from a higher grade 
of society, but there seems little doubt 
from the evidence that has since come to 
light of his attempis to entrap other younz 
women that the motive in both cases vas 
the same. It may be hoped with som® 
confidence that his career will be a gc 
deal shorter, and less sanguinary, than 
that of his predecessor; for the detectives 
have much more to go upon than they had 
in the previous case. 

Within the past few days it is believed 
that the police have been successful in 
tracing more than one secret garage on 
the outskirts of London, where: many 
stolen have been disguised beyond 
recognition by their former owners. 
has been apparent for some time that 
motor stealing was an organised business; 
otherwise more lost cars would have been 
recovered. By devoting attention to all 
places which might he centres for the re- 
building of cars which have been Illegal 
acquired, the police have been acting with 
patience for a long while.
